O raiſe Two Millions eight hundred thouſand Pounds in one Year, One Million to be raiſed in the © 
firſt Month, by a Duty to be laid on the Woollen MannfaQure , together with Hair and Silk, by 
ſuch a Method, that none ſhall pay towards it, but what they pleaſe, and whea they pleaſe. 

| Whereas I have lately preſented the ſame Propoſal, with ſome wrong Notions, as well by the 
Number of the Wearers, as by the Stock in hand, which, by diligent Enquiry of the greateſt Dealers in the 
: ſaid Commodities, I have now re&tified, and the Sum, now propoſed, explained by demonſtration. 
The Duty. - That a Valuation be put upon theſe following Effects, and that all above the Valuation to pay the following 
: Duty, and all below it to be free. | _ 
tmprinis, , That all Cloth of ſix Quarters wide, exceeding 4 5. per Yard, ſhall pay Two-pence out of every Shilliag 
the Cloath ſhall advance higher in price : And all Cloath of five Quarters wide, exceeding 3 s. 6 d. per Yard, 
the like Duty : And all Cloath or Frize of Yard wide, exceeding 3 5. per Yard, the ſanie. All Ratteens, five 
Quarters wide, exceeding 4. 5. per Yard, the ſame. All Serges, Druggets or Ratteens, of above three Quarters 
broad,exceeding 2 5. per Yard, the ſame. All Serges, Druggets, or other Stuffs, under three Quarters wide and 
above half Ell, except excetding 1 5. 6 4. per Yard,the ſame. All narrow Frize, exceeding 1 -. 6 d. per Yard, 
the ſame. All Shaloons, exceeding 1 5, 4 4. per Yard, the ſame. All half-yard broad Stuffs, exceeding 8 d.: per 
Yard, the ſame. All Flannels, Bays, Swan-skins, or Says, exceeding 1 5. per Yard, the ſame. All Lincey- 
woolſey, that ſhall be printed or calendred to pay 1 4. per Yard, at the place of Printing, this being not for 
| the uſe of the Poor. | 
| Hats, That all Hats, exceeding 4. 5. per Hat, to pay the like Duty. | | 
NixrStuffs That all Stuffs,mixed with Hair or Silk, of three Quarters wide,exceeding 1 5. 8 4: per Yard;the ſame. All {6 
mixt of half-yard broad, exceeding t 5. 2 d. per Yard, the ſame. | 
That Stuffs, made all of Hair, of three Quarters wide, exceeding 2 5: per Yard, the ſame: 
All Shags, made of Hair, of half-yard broad or under, exceeding 1 5. 8 4. per Yard, the ſane. | | 
Silks. , That al) Silks,of a Yard wide,exceeding 3 5. per Yard, the ſame : All of three Quarters wide, excetding 2 5. 
6 4. per Yard, the ſame : All of half-yard wide, exceeding 2 5: per Yard, the ſaine. | 
And whereas ſeveral of theſe Narrgw Silks and Beaver-Hats and Velvets, will riſe to ſo high a Price, 
that the Duty will be more hard upon'them than others ; therefore, where either of them ſhall riſe to above 
' 1 5. per Yard, or per Hat, that from that Price upward, they ſhall pay one Penny in the Shilling only. 
ThePri- Now theſe Particulars being thus ſuppoſed, the Colle&ion may be made eaſie, viz: 
©es. Inaſmuth as all theſe Commodities have a Place to Seal them by way of Trade : at theſe Places, Surveyors 
may be appointed who ſhall underſtand theſe Commodities, and ſet the Duty upon them, and Seal them with 
a Seal or Mark, ſignifying the Duty paid ; and all under the Duty, ſhall have a Mark, ſignifying their Exemp- 
tion : And if the Maker, Merchant, or any other Perſon, ſhall Self, or offer to Sale any of the aforeſaid Com- 
modities, without theſe Marks or Seals, that they ſhall be liable to ſuch a Penalty as this Honowirable Houſe 
ſhall think fit ; or if an Perſon whatſoever, ſhall conceal any of theſe Commodities, that they ſhall be forfeit- 
ed, the one Moyety to His Majeſty, the other Moyety to be divided between the Diſcoverer and the Poor of the 
Pariſh, where ſuch Diſcovery ſhall be made. * 
But as for the Commodities now in all Hands, they muſt be Charged where they att foind, which will Raiſe ** 
the Million above-mentioned, in a Month, to be Collected as followeth : ? 
That all whole Pieces of Cloath, Stuffs, or Silks, their Lengths are known, and Fineneſs ſeen without trou- 
ble, and their Remnants can be but little; and to avoid all Diſpute with the Owners of their Goods, being 
*Jver-charged by the Duty, that any, under that apprehenſion, ſhall ſct that part to the Surveyors, and they 
be obliged to take it; ſo that this can no way diſcourage the Woollen Manufactory, for in all Hands that theſe 
Commodities ſhall paſs through, from the Maker to the Wearer, they will get Two Pence in the Shilling, as the _ 
Goods ſhall advance in Price ſo this can effeCt none but the Wearer, and the Poor exempted without prejudice, 
for the Courſeſt are generally the thickeſt, and conſequently the warmeſt, and all others are left to their 
liberty : As for the Quality and Gentry, it will but make that diſtin&ion between them and others, which is 
EO. pays convenient. 
| The Sum riſes thus : Suppoſe the Wearers to be Six Millions ; two of which to wear of Price below the 
Duty ; then four to raife the Sum, twa of each Sex, viz. Men wearing Cloath, or the ſtrongeſt Stuffs ; the 
Prizes being various, I ſhall endeavour the Medium, which is, Cloath at 10 5s. per Yard, and Stuffs at 2 5s. 8d; 
Which will be equal to the Duty of a Garment, the Breadth being compared : Then how much is worn in a 
Year ? Suppoſe every Man to wear two Coats, one Waſte-coat, and one pair of Breeches, which takes Seven 
' Yards of Cloath, or as much Stuff as pays the ſame Duty, which is, Seven Shillings ; and ſtate Hats at 10 5; 
per Hat, which is 1 s. Duty, in all 8 5. per Man, 8000c0 /. 
Women wearing cheaper Stuffs, I ſtate at 2 s. 2 d. per Yard, and eighteen Yards to make a Suit, which 
pays 4 5. 6 4. and Petticoats and Waſte-coats at 1 s. 6 d. which makes 6 s. per Woman, in all 6c0000 1. And if 
the Stock in Hand be one Year's wear, then the Total will amount to 2800000 /. 


And if your great Wiſdoms ſhall think fit either to prohibit or reſtrain the wearing of all Foreign Ef 


feQs of theſe kinds, or for the ſame uſes, it will incourage our Home-ManutaQture, by imploying 
our Poor, whoſe whole dependance is thereon ; and be a damage to none, but the Ez#- India Coms 
pany, Whoſe Intereſt, we hope, will not out-ballance the good of the whole Nation.
